"Nazi pi'opasanda in Canada is 
ch-efly an cffoii on their part to 
rerain the good will of th'.s coun- 
try towards Gennany. In order to 
do lh!.<i Ihey have to inculcate pro- 
H.tler dottrlnes,' and explain the:r 
treatment of m'nority proups, In- 
clud ni- the Catho'ic Church, In 
Germany".

"'■J''nK barricades one flay — civil 
war Iho next", claimed John 
ti. .'^plvnk famous American free- 
lance corrc.ipondent in an address 
on "fîurope Faces The BarrlcDde.»:" 
delivicd at Windsor Hall last 
night under the auspices of tho 
Saturday Ninht Club. ".-îeveral 
countries are already on the barri- 
cades, but these are only precur- 
sors of what ■will happen in the 
next few years, with or without 
a v.orld w.-ii," 

At the pre.sent moment ihfi Fas- 
ci.it countries aio In the terror 
stage; the stage which precedes 
these barricades, the speaker stat- 
ed. Fasci.'rn, -vh ch fjppears m 
Cfjiintries '.vhen tne economic 3- 
tem har> deteriorated or 'I.iinte- 
grated, cannot exist without ter- 
ror; nor can any dictatorship sur- 
vive without It. 

Italy's l'oîiition 
"Italy today Is celebrating its fif- 
teenth annlver<nry of Fascism. In 
the oldest Fascist country In the 
■.vorld, organized labour has no 
p.ay; It merely pays dues in the 
compulsory Confederation of I..a- 
bour, V hicii offers the people the 
right to •' ork tor a .s'arvation wage 
in exchange for complete silence 
about conditions. Italy Is afraid to 
educate Us inhabitants for fear of 
creating a class which will rebel 
risainit the government. Mean- 
while the people ot Italy go hun- 
gry." 

Polit'cal prisoners fill the jails; a 
vast network of spîe' prevents any 
complaints, Nevertheless so great 
Is the unrest that sporadic short 
strikes break out, and the tsaders 
— and sometimes all the partici- 
pants — are arrested for treason lo 
the State. Victory in Ethiopia has 
not relieved the pres.'iure. War 
murt come cventu.iily, unises Mus- 
solini can blackjack the other 
countries Into giving him what he 
wants. 

Germany Worse Of\ 

"Economically. Germany Is In- 
finitely worse oft than she was be- 
fore Hitler gained power", Mr. 
.Spivak cont'nucd. While she has 
l>oured the little reniainlnir wealth 
that sh'? ! into ;iviiuiiii?nts, liTr 
other iiidustrîe.-î have been dete- 
riorating.

Tho form of tlie book is materially that of a 
diary. Dally experiences nro set down roughly In 
sequence, with ruirogrcssions to Illustrate the devul- 
opDiNit of a particular impression. Within each 
chapter, Mr. Knight compresses a variety of Incident, 
narrative, phllosopliy apimrcntly In haphazard ar- 
rangement. One is led through this maze In the 
growing conviction that Mr. Knight's perpetual 
wonder is well-foimdcl, and that there Is a supreme 
truth lurking behind this Iretncndous alructuro of 
Ideas. The structure ot Ideas develops throughout 
tlio novel, but tho reader never discovers the truth. 
One hesitates to say that Mr. Knight hcuj no message 
because .Mr. Knight evidently wrote In the belief that 
he had. But tho author's universal Interest is so 
overwlielming that straightforward, philosophic 
thought ts impossible.. Mr. Knight believes In th9 
doctrine of The Many, and prefers to attest this bo- 
lief before tho lesser reqiiiroments of enunciating hl.s 
ovvn doctrine. It Is u'nfortunnato that Ih doing so ho 
Icscs siglit ot everything except hl.s hypcrsensitlvo 
.soul, and this Is not very rewarding. 

A fiicl remains, liowavcr, which, in a genoi-ul 
way is the salvntlon ot tho book. Mr. Knight does 
achieve what tho publishers call "a total response 
lo the comploxltics of modern life.'" Scarcely a do- 
tail of that Ift) passing unremarked by the author.

Envisaging a "variable gold stand- 
ard," somewhat on the model ot the 
present United States dollar, M. Horn- 
hostel warns of the futility of controlled 
exchanges, and the evil portended In 
separate national monetary systems. 
Considering the contempt that is well 
nigh universal In France for any 
"monnaie dirigée," M. Hombostel Is 
surprisingly sympa^lhetlo towards a 
tabular standard which will ensure 
price stability. He hastens to add 
however, that the Ideal Is not practical. 

Canadian atud«nti? will be particular- 
ly interested in a discussion of "melt- 
ing money," an example ot which has 
now appeared in the .VIberta prosperity 
certificate. While Premier Aberhart 
has been trying to unravel Douglas 
theories, he has actually been follow- 
ing the views of Silvio Gcsell and tho 
example of several small municipalities 
In central Europe. These latter ex- 
periments did enjoy some success until 
declared ultra vires ot the powers which 
sponsored them— a fate which may 
soon confront thi Alberta legislation. 
Even the elementary student will find 
in this work an interesting easily com- 
prehonded approach to monetary prob-
